Football Prospects Bright 
With Raft Of New Material 


With nearly fifty men in uniform, 
Stout field is a scene of varied and 
interesting activity. Squads of men 
may be seen at the charging sled, 
other groups busily engaged in tack- 
ling, passing, blocking and _ other 
fundamentals. At present the squail 
is of un-wieldy size and must be cut 
soon. However the coaches are loath 
to wield the knife for fear promising 
material may be overlooked. Differ- 
ent men however are beginning to 
stand out prominently and before the 
week is over, it is likely that a definite 
cut will be made. Otto Quistorff, 
senior and a former Stout gridiron 
man has been added to the coaching 
staff and will take charge of the re- 
serves. Coachs Miller annd Neary 
will guide the destinies of the first 
string men, and while neither is over 
optomistic, for there is a lack of sea- 
soned material from last year, it is 
an open secret that both are highly 
pleased with the showing of the men 
thus far. 

Scrimmage will take place towards 
the close of the week and the men 
engaged in actual combat will be more 
easily recognized. Coach Miller has 
selected for the opening game, one of 
the strongest of the Minnesota Con- 
ference. Macalaster College has pract- 
ically their entire team intact from 


last year and will give Stout all kinds . 


of trouble. While it is hoped that the 
visitors can be subdued, the team is 
really being pointed towards our own 
Conference games. The Macalaster 
game should show up Stout’s weak 
as well as strong points, and with the 
week of October open for a rest, the 
team should be ready to tackle the 
next two games at Stevens Point and 
River Falls away from home in good 
shape. 

Following this trip, Stout plays 
three games on the home field and in 
these three, Stout should hit their 
stride.

Nearly One Hundred Per Cent 
For Charter Membership 


What may be duly considered the 
largest and most attractive movement 
ever attemped at Stout for the pur- 
pose of uniting the entire student body 
and faculty for the support of student 
activities has culminated this week in 
the formation of the Stout Student 
Association. The campaign, which 
was actively started last Friday, has 
resulted in a membership of practical- 
ly one hundred per cent, and the vari-

TWO NEW SUBJECTS OFFERED 
THIS YEAR 

Two new subjects are offered this 
year, one called Dietary Problems, 
under the supervision of Miss Bisby, 
and the other, History of Art given 
under the direction of Miss Mutz. 

The course in Dietary Problems is 
a two point credit course. The entire 
class is divided into two sections, each 
section having as its problem the sel- 
lection of diets for mal-nutrition 
children who are chosen from the 
Menomonie city schools under the 
supervision of the city nurse who 
works in cooperation with the Dietary 
class. The children are served their 
lunch in the Home Economics build- 
ing, their exact height and weight are 
taken and then they are given a 
theory lesson on foods and health. 
The children are expected to live up 
to certain health rules which are to be 
worked out by them in their classes. 

The History of Art, as given under 
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the supervision of Miss Mutz, is a 
one point credit subject on the de- 
velopment of art and we are sure a 
course of this nature will prove bene- 
ficial and interesting for all home 
makers.

We hope that 
these plans can be carried out and 
that we may have a real band this 
year. We would like to hear from 
the members of the domestic science 
classes as to the possibilities of this 
plan.

FACULTY 

Several changes have taken place 
this fall in the faculty, owing to the 
resignations of Miss|Mary Burt Mess- 
er, who left to take up work in the Ex- 
tension Department of the Univer- 
sity of California; of Miss Anna Mc- 
Millan, who is remaining home this 
year because of the illnes of her moth- 
er; and of Mrs. Adaline McCauley, 
who was elected President of the Wo- 
men’s Auxiliary of the American Le- 
gion of Wisconsin. 

Miss Eva Scantlebury now has the 
class in Home and Social Economics 
and Principles of Education. She was 
formerly in charge of the Home Ec- 
onomics Department of the Emma 
Willard School in Troy, N. Y. Miss 
Scantlebury is a graduate of Pratt In- 
stitute, Brooklyn, N. Y., and in June 
1923 received the degree of Bachelor 
of Science from Teachers College, Col- 
umbia University, from which insti- 
tution she came with strong recom- 
mendations as to the quality of her 
scholarship and her enthusiastic in- 
terest in modern social and education- 
al problems, especially in relation to 
the home. Although a New England- 
er by birth, growing up and graduat- 
ing from high school in Springfield, 
Massachusetts, most of Miss Scantle- 
bury’s teaching experience has been in 
the Northwest. Before the three years 
spent at the Emma Willard School in 
Troy, N. Y., she was for four years an 
instructor at the North Central High 
School in Spokane, Washington, and 
was for one summer session at the 
State College of, Pullman, Washington. 

The Clothing Department is fortun- 
ate in securing Miss Eleanor Johnson 
as the new member. She secured her 
Master of Arts degree in Clothing Ed- 
ucation from Teachers College, Colum- 
bia University, in June 1923. Her 
first work beyond the high school was 
done at the State Teachers College, 
Mankato, Minnesota, of which city she 
is a resident and from which college 
she is a graduate. Following this, she 
taught primary work for few years 
and then took up Home Economes at 
The Stout Institute from which insti- 
tution she received the two year di- 
ploma in January, 1917.

The latest figures on the enrollment 
for this fall show a total of 508. This 
figure was given at the end of the 
first week. The banner year for Stour 
Institute when the total reached 590, 
only had 519 at the beginning of the 
school year. The present indications 
for a record attendance this year look 
bright as is evident from the above 
figures. In the Home Economics de- 
partment 280 students have registered 
and in the Industrial Arts department 
there are 228. Students will be reg- 
istering, however, for the next weex 
or ten days. 

The Sophomore class is as large as 
usual due to the large Freshman class 
last year and the fact that many have 
been transfered from other schools. 

The Junior class this year is as 
large as last year while the Senior 
class is noticeably larger than heres 
to-fore. This is simple evidence of 
the growing necessity of possessing 


a degree to attain better positions in 


the teaching profession.

LAKE-CHETEK 

With only one letter man, three subs 
and a lot of ambition from last year’s 
team as a necleus for the coming sea- 
son, the first call for football was 
given for a weeks training at the Out- 
er’s Resort at Lake Chetek. On Sep- 
tember 2nd nineteen players, three 
coaches and a trainer responded, leay- 
ing for camp by auto. A trip of some 
fifty miles was made without incident 
and the men reached camp with a 
whaling appetite, ready for work on 
the morrow. 

The camp itself is ideally arranged 
for the purpose intended. Situated 
on the banks of beautiful Lake Chetek, 
with four separate cottages and the 
main hall, the squad enjoyed their free 
moments with fishing, swimming, and 
tramps to town. The city baseball 
park was next to the camp, and on 
this ground most of the workouts were 
held.

type of play. About six hours per day 
were devoted to, workouts, and the 
men rounded into shape rapidly.

LONG AND SHORT 

The young teacher is px any 
on technique and short on in’ 
Technique implies the process or 
method of doing things. Intelligence 
implies alert mentality. We do not 
believe that young teachers as they 
are now equipped for school work are 
proficient in doing things relative to 
what they teach and we do not believe 
this inability shows a lack of intelli- 
gence. 

The subject matter of common 
school teaching is fairly well acquired 
in our Normal schools but to teach a 
subject requires a wider knowledge 
of the subject than the subject mat- 
ter taught. 

As school subjects increase in scope 
a general knowledge of related mat- 
ters become necessary. The manual 
training of a few years ago consisted 
of a few definite operations with tools 
and wood. Now it is related to a 
great variety of trade and industrial 
activities. Drawing in the name of 
art is now altogether inadequate for 
the impression of good taste in de- 
sign, 

The teacher of any kind of indus- 
trial arts must have much more ex- 
perience than can be crowded into 
the brief two years of Normal school 
training, before he can be long on tech- 
nique. 

As for intelligence, we are inclined 
to the belief that the American youth 
is superior to most. Some foreigners 
and some of our business men assert 
with the assurance of a great discov- 
ery that our American School product 
is superficial and incompetent. Amer- 
icans who have been engaged in train- 
ing the youth under our school con- 
ditions have known this for many 
years. 

The young teacher has had meager 
training in the subjects he teaches and 
in the methods of teaching, but the 
standards are being raised as condi- 
tions allow, The young teacher is not 
long on technique or short on intell- 
igence, He is usually a good teacher 
in the making.

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USE OF THE LIBRARY 


The library is open to all the.stu-~ 


dents every week day, except holidays, 
during the academic year as follows: 

Man, to Fri. 8:30 a. m. - 5:00 p. m. 

Saturday 8:30 a. m, - 12:00 noon. 

Books may be taken from the libra- 
ry for two weeks and renewed for the 
same time unless they are Reserve or 
Short Time Reference Books. By spe- 
_ cial arrangements some books may be 
kept longer. Reserve Books (those 
used for special work and of which 
there are but few copies) cannot be 
taken from the library. Short Time 
Reference Books (those of which there 
are but few copies) cannot be taken 
from the library until 4:15 p. m. and 
must be returned by 8:30 o'clock the 
next morning. Magazines may be 
taken from the library for one week, 
with the exception of the last or cur- 
rent number which may be kept only 
over night. 

Bopks- must be charged by the: li- 
brarian or assistants and returned to 
the desk to be discharged. If this is 
not done those who have withdrawn 
the books will be responsible for them. 

Any book is subject to recall at any 
time if especially needed, and such 
notice must receive immediate atten- 
tion, 

Visiting in the library is prohibite: 
in order that the rooms may be kept 
as quiet as possible for those who 
wish to study, 

When using books in the library, 
Students are free to go to the shelves 
tuke down and éxamine whatever 
books they choose, andjread them in 
the library without asking permission. 
In doing this, notice the location and 
number of the book and return it to 
the proper shelf. If you are unable 
to do this, leave the book on the ta- 
ble. In using the pamphlets be sure 
to return them to the proper box. 
A book or pamphlet misplaced is al- 
most the same as lost. 

Classification and Location of Books. 
The books are classified and numbered 
by the Dewey Decimal system which 
is used in the majority of College and 
Public Libraries. They are grouped 
. in ten main classes which are number- 
ed from 000 to 900. Ench class is 
divided into ten divisions, each di- 
vision into ten sections, ete. This 
system keeps all books on the same 
subject close together and all books 
on nearly related subjects near to- 
gether. Each main class is arranged

Year by year the number of school 
publications are increasing, filling the 
ever present need of a means of 
spreading school news, notices, re- 
ports, happenings and so on. The 
school paper is fast becoming one of 
the most important factors in school 
life and when it is of the students, 
by the students, and for the students, 
it is sure to meet with 100 per cent 
support from them. 


No school paper should either be 
too radical or too conservative but 
to be successful it should be peppy 
and of personal interest to all. A 
too conservative paper in which noth- 
ing is printed but children’s stories 
and writeups of teas and such like is 
much less read than one which is rad- 
ical in which appears everything from 
cow-slips to teacher’s slips; the latter 
kind of paper is by far the most pop- 
ular with the English race. A big 
city paper would have thousands of 


its subscriptions withdrawn if it elim- 
inated its scandal, its divorces, or its 
criminal cases; and a school paper is 
not much different. If it left out its 
spicy personals, its kidding, it would 
have a smaller circulation than 
could be believed possible. 

School papers that have liberal cen- 
sors are fortunate in that a snappy 
paper can be issued, but in the op- 
posite case, different results are en- 
countered. Stout’s censors have been 
liberal and the result is that a good 
paper is being published, though it is 
far from radical. Student publica- 
tions should express the feelings of 
the school, and one that does not or 
cannot is a failure along that line, 
free press has been fought for, and 
gained and as long as a paper does 
not print libelous matter it should 
take advantage of its freedom and 
make itself as interesting, instructive, 
and entertaining as possible.

LIEUTENANT: GOVERNOR CUM- 
MINGS SPEAKS IN ASSEMBLY 


The students and faculty of Stout 
were so fortunate Wednesday, Octo- 
ber 10, as to have Lieutenant Govern- 
er Cummings attend and speak at 
assembly. Altho he was reluctant to 
do so, there is no one, after hearing 
‘his splendid talk, but whom is glad 
that he was finally persuaded to ap- 
pear. 

Mr. Cummings talked on the ed- 
ucational system, its past, what it is 
today, and especially what he hopes 
it will be in the future. He says that 
the improvement made over the be- 
ginnings of the educational system in 
America has been wonderful, but that 
there is still much to be done. Accord- 
ing to him, just as the ills of Democ- 
racy must be healed by more democra- 
cy, so the ills which beset our educa- 
tional system must be healed by more 
and better education. Our schools must 
be remodelled and spiritulized so as 
to turn out people of greater integrity. 
The school must train its members 
“not only to be truthful, but to love 
truth; not only to be industrious, but 
to love industry; and not only to be 
pure, but to love purity.” 

Mr. Cummings brought out the fact 
that everything cannot be accomplish- 
ed at once, but that patience must be 
had. Experiments have to be made and 
->d weighed in education just as in 
other fields. He likened the process to 
that of a child learning to walk, em- 
phasizing the fact that after stumbl- 
ing or failure there is nothing to do 
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but to try, and try again. Only in this 
way will the goal of more perfect ed- 
ucational system be reached. 

Mr. Cummings brought up the ques- 
tion of disarmament and world peace 
in its relation to the educational sys- 
tem of today. He discussed the finan- 
cial side of the question, showing what 
a huge sum is spent in the preparation 
for war in comparison to what is ap- 
portioned for educatinal purposes, and 
telling what might be done if the war 
fund might be spent for things nec- 
essary and vital to the people. He is 
looking to the schools to develop the 
world mind which will bring disarm- 
ament and lead the nations in the path 
of peace. Mr. Cummings left with the 
students an appeal that they might 
realize the responsibility resting with 
them and the younger generation as 
a whole, so that in time this nation 
might be the first to introduce a true 
Christian policy.

friendship he won many _ sincere 
friends and admirers among the fac- 
ulty and students at Stout. He was 
a supporter of all activities, but was 
perhaps best known as the editor -in- 
chief of the Stoutonia. His loss will be 
deeply felt in the activities and org- 
anizations of which he was a member. 

Mr. Mason’s splendid record at 
Stout was but a repetition of his work 
in high school. He was graduated with 
honors from high school in 1922. He 
completed the high school course in 
three years despite the fact that in 
his senior year he had to have nine 
operations on his foot, which was in- 
jured while riding a bicycle, and 
which injury caused his lameness. 
While in high school he received many 
ribbons and prizes for products of 
his work in manual training. 

Herschel Mason was born in Mo- 
desto, California, in 1903 and lived 
there with his grandmother and fa- 
ther who is a contractor and builder 
in that city. He is survived by his 
grandmother (Mrs. Golden), his fa- 
ther, one brother, (Golden) who is at 
present in the Navy and one sister 
(Lucille) who is in high school. 

As a mark of love and respect for 
one whose going will leave an empty 
place at Stout, classes were excused 
for two periods Friday afternoon 
while the entire student and faculty 
bodies marched in funeral procession 
behind the hearse which carried Mr, 
Mason’s body to the depot. As being 
most closely united to Mr. Mason thru 
both work and pleasure, the Stoutonia 
staff occupied the position directly be- 
hind the hearse. The Menomin Club, 
of which Mr. Mason was a member, 
marched in a body behind the staff. 
The remaining Industrial Arts stu- 
dents, the Home Economics students 
and finally the faculty comprised the 
rest of the long procession. A long 
line, four deep, was formed at the 
depot, and waited until the train bear- 
ing Mr. Mason’s body left. As the 
tra‘n moved out, all stood silent, with 
heads uncovered. 

As a further mark of sympathy 
ond respect, a delegate was sent from 
Stout to accompany the body to Cal- 
lfornia. An instant response to the 
suggestion brought forth sufficient 
funds to pay all expenses of the trip. 
Menno L. Schrock, Mr. Mason’s most 
int'mate friend, and who grew up

with Mr. Mason in the same town, 
accompanied the body of his friend to 
his home in Modesto, where it arrived 
Monday evening.

She asked them to real- 
ize that the teacher was trained for 
his or her profession and was there- 


‘fore better fitted to judge and decide 


the different problems which came 
up than they. One new and very in- 
teresting idea that Dr. Hedger told 
of was the putting on of “sleep cam- 
paigns” in several towns. In ‘this age 
where everything is run on such an 
immense and rapidly moving scale 
very strong nervous systems are need- 
ed to stand the strain.

‘MISS CARLSON VISITS STOUT. 

‘liss Carlson not only honored 
Stout by a visit, but gave the Home 
Economies Department two very in- 
teresting discussions. The first was 
in connection with the nutritive value 
of meats and meat products, which 
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was given mainly to the Sophomores. 
The second discussion gave sugges- 
tions for the teaching of meats; this 
was for the benefit of the whole De- 
partment. 

Miss Carlson thinks the reason for 
the laxity in the study of meats is 
four-fold. The first reason is due to 
the cost of meats. It is almost im- 
possible to buy for each girl or each 
two girls a piece of meat large enough 
for cooking; therefore the pupil does 
not do the actual preparation. The 
second and third are the difficulties of 
cooking a small piece and the long 
time required for a large piece; this 
cannot be done during one class per- 
iod. The last reason and the most 
important one is the ignorance of the 
teacher on the subject of meat cook- 
ery. 

The audience was not left with a 
list of faults and no remedies; that 
is not Miss Carlson's policy. A study 
of government bulletins, magazine 
clippings and meat charts was one 
suggestion for gathering knowledge. 
In actual class work Miss Carlson 
advised visits to meat markets and 
meat plants, meat demonstrations and 
meat sales of cooked products. The 
sales would cover the expenses of the 
lessons. She criticized the method of 
teaching meats alone. It does not 
give connected work; therefore vege- 
tables should be taught at the same 
time, giving good food combinations. 

The Home Economics Department 
appreciated the advice of a woman of 
so wide an experience as Miss Carl- 
son, who is a graduate of the Minne- 
sota University and Columbia Col- 
lege. At present Miss Carlson is 
working with the American Meat 
Packers’ Association.

Contribution in the course of study 
that Household Arts Departments 
may make in preventing delinquency.”

Who says that the Home Econom- 
ics girls cannot teach the grade chil- 
dren work that is practical in the 
home? It can be proved that the 
work taught is practical, not only to 
the older girls, but even to the fifth 
graders. 

At the beginning of this year the 
fifth grade of Coddington School 
was given small doll beds, made by 
the sixth grade boys. Every one of 
these little tots was very enthusistic 
about learning to sew in order that 
they might make bed clothes for that 
precious little bed. Long and tedious 
were the minutes in which they were 
taught to tie knots, thread needles 
and to keep thimbles on fat little 
fingers. Many were the fingers that 
were pricked as they worked uncom- 
plainingly on the sheets for those 
beds. But, you ask, where is the 
practical work? | 

Now came the time for the teacher 
to arouse interest in the children 
about their own real beds. Very 
tactful was this teacher in getting 
every child interested in making her 
own bed. Finally came a Saturday 
when Mildred Holstein, the teacher, 
went to twelve homes to inspect and 
score the bedmaking of her little stu- 
dents. Now each pupil is trying not 
to forget to make her bed each morn- 
ing.

Very seldom is the credit bestowed 
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upon the persons really deserving of 
it. For instance, when a Prom is 
given, much clamour is raised about 
the chairman; of course, he is the 
leader or the brains of the thing, but 
why keep his executives in the dark? 
This is nearly always the case. The 
people that work the hardest at the 
physical end of it get very little 
credit; in fact, sometimes if things 
go wrong, they are blamed for it 
when they are but told to do a cer- 
tain thing by the “big boss”, who is 
really at fault. Quite often public 
opinion sways in the slightest breeze 
of circumstance or gossip. 

The same holds true of any ath- 
letic organization. If the team wins, 
the whole town or city or state wins; 
if they lose, they lose alone and they 
are blamed for poor playing. 

Broadness of mind figures greatly 
in bestowing credit to the right par- 
ties at the right times. 


MILWAUKEE ~— CONTINUATION= 
SCHOOL VISITED BY STOUT 
DELEGATES. 


Perhaps one of the most interest- 
ing sights Milwaukee had to offer 
the delegates to the State Teachers’ 
Convention was that of the Milwau- 
kee Continuation school. This school 
is known as the largest and most 
complete part-time continuation 
school in the world. Between nine 
and ten thousand boys and girls be- 
tween the ages of fourteen and eight- 
een are in attendance, a number which 
exceeds the enrollment at the State 
University. All nationalities are rep- 
resented, with perhaps Polish and it- 
alian predominatory. : : 

The building, which was finished 
last April, represents an outlay ot 
approximately half a million dollars, 
and is most scientifically complete in 
all its equipment. Of the six stories, 
three are given over to Home Econ- 
omics rooms and laboratories for the 
girls, and three are used by the boys. 
All the trades are taught, each in its 
specially equipped shop. The con)- 
pleteness of the school is demonstrat- 
ed by the fact that even a bakery is 
included in the many equipped labor- 
atories. The Home Economics De- 
partment possesses fifteen food and 
fifteen clothing laboratories worked 
out on the unit type plan. One food 
laboratory is completely divided into 
separate unit kitchens. The school

VOCATIONAL SCHOOL VISITED 
also operates its own cafeteria cap- 
able of accomodating eight hundred 
people. 

The interests and comforts of the 
pupils are more than ordinarily con- 
sidered in that the school provides 
that ‘which is not necessarily included 
in the usual school curriculum. 
Means of general improvement are 
offered the students thru civic talks, 
music instruction, et cetera. The 
voices of the students are watched 
and tested, and any student showing 
special talent is given vocal lessons. 

A school nurse is employed, as is 
also a school visitor. The latter 
goes into the home and gives needed 
instruction and help where it is im- 
possible for the person to attend the 
school. The time in school is short, 
but one eight hour day a_ week. 
Even the total time of attendance is 
not much, the work accomplished far 
outweighs the time expended. 

It is interesting to note that the 
teaching force of this largest and 
best school of its kind includes about 
a dozen Stout Institute graduates.

GLENN FRANK SPEAKS ON THE 
RENAISSANCE AT THE 
W. Ty A, 


Miss Phillips, who heard Glenn 
Frank talk elequently and inspiring- 
ly on the subject “Can Western Civ- 
ilization Be Salvaged,” reported the 
dominating ideas to her Literature 
class’ as follows: 

It must first be clearly understood 
that Glenn Frank is the keen, young. 
progressive thinker who is -success- 
fully editing “The Century”, and who 
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firmly admits that to him speaking is 
only a bi-product of writing. 

He spoke of the great necessity of 
acquiring the understanding of three 
main bodies of opinion. The first one 
affirms that the western civilization 
is doomed to a primitive age like the 
dark ages. Melancholy seasons this 
body of opinion and a literature of 
despair is a result. The second one 
sypports an age of unbridled fun and 
frivolity. It is a dangerous period 
«* negative destruction and one of 
transition. 

But the last body of opinion, and 
the one that Glenn Frank supports, 
asserts that we are on the eve of a 
new Renaissance. This cannot be 
realized by those who go about crow- 
ing that “every day in every way I 
am growing better and better”. At 
hand can be found all of the raw 
materials for this new birth. There 
are fundamentals derived from sci- 
ence, religion and psychology. Social 
renewal will be the result if a Mes- 
siah appears who can succeed in get- 
ting religion to use science. A ring- 
master for the specialist is needed, 
and he must be a cross between a 
Francis Bacon and a Billy Sunday. 
Theodore Roosevelt has come the 
nearest to this type of leadership. 
However, we must all work to bring 
about this new Renaissance was the 
final appeal made in this inspiring 
address to thousands cf Wisconsin 
teachers.

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SEVERAL OF I A: FACULTY 
WRITING MAGAZINE~ARTI- 
CLES AND BOOKS. 

A number of the Industrial Arts 
faculty members have been writing 
articles for magazines and they ex- 
pect to continue doing so for some 
time. 

Mr. Welch, prior to his teaching, 
wrote for various trade journals. 
At the present he is writing for the 
Industrial Arts magazine and for the 
Welding Engineer magazine. His ar- 
ticles will run continuously for a year 
and a half. His articles for the In- 
dustrial Arts .magazine are in the 
nature of problems in sheet metal 
and forge practice. For the Weld- 
ing Engineer he is presenting arti- 
cles on the training of an appren- 
tice. Last year Mr. Welch wrote a 
book on sheet metal for vocational 
schools. At the present he is corres- 
ponding with the American Rolling 
Mill Co. and the National Tube Co. 
relative to the manufacture of sheet 
metal and iron piping. He is mak- 
ing a careful study of this material 
jn preparation to writing another 
book on this subject and also on 
forge practice, heat treatment of 
steel, and oxy-acetyline welding and 
cutting. The book is to be intended 
as a normal and college text book. 

Mr. Bowman is also writing arti- 
cles for the Industrial Arts maga- 
zine. He, in connection with Mr. 
Tustison, published an article in the 
December Industrial Arts magazine 
pertaining to the organization of 
Home Mechanics at Stout... Prior to 
the writing of this article they were 
receiving on an average of one letter 


a week inquiring about this course.’ 


Many schools are installing Home 
Mechanics and with the aim of aid- 
ine them this article was written. 
“ince this article appeared, they have 
received three letters pertaining to 
the course, one from a former in- 
structor at Stout, and two from for- 
mer graduates. / 

Mr. Tustison is preparing a num- 
ber of job sheets which will appear 
in the Industrial Arts magazine. Mr. 
Bowman is also carrying on work in 
the lecture field. December twenty- 
seventh he is booked to give two 
addresses before the Ohio State 
Teachers’ Association at Columbus, 
Ohio, He will give one lecture to the 
monual section and another lecture to 
the trade and industries section. 
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Mr. Good and Mr. Neary have also 

presented articles to the Industrial 
Arts magazine. Some time ago they 
presented an article on Graphic Aids 
in Organization of Occupational Con- 
tent for the Development of the Vo- 
cational Teacher. This article con- 
tained many charts showing the 
breaking down of the total content 
of the auto mechanics trade into 
units and jobs. Mr. Good is now 
preparing articles on materials of 
construction and on electricity which 
will appear in the same magazine. 
, A year and one-half ago Mz. 
Hague’s book on printing was pub- 
lished. The publishing company is 
now issuing a revised edition of this 
book prepared by Mr. Hague. In a 
short time a series of articles by hm 
will appear in the Industrial Arts 
magazine on the Administration and 
Management of Printing. These er- 
ticles will later comprise a book. The 
book that Mr. Hague wrote on print- 
ing is of wide reputation. There are 
many schools over the country that 
are using it, and it is considered bj 
many critics to be one of the best 
books on that subject ever printed. 
The books are now being used in near- 
every state as a standard text.. 

The next issue will have a list of 
the Home Economies faculty who 
have written articles for magazines.

As I stated before the first three 

\ days at sea were just fine—now I 
velieve I wrote about the storm to 
Miss McMillan but I hope she will 
not mind for thé sake of Gertrude 


and Doris... The fourth day a terri-- 


fic storm arose. People who have 
traveled on the ocean for 20 years 
suid it was the worst. It lasted 48 
hours. Wind was as high as 120 
miles an hour! Just imagine that. 
We were in a northeastern gale and 
hurricane. Waves were mountain 
high and our ship tilted at times to 
an angle of 35 degrees. All the life 
bouts were ready to use and we came 
us close to using them’ as anyone 
ever will. The women on board were 
quite frightened. After the storm 
was over I assure you everyone was 
glad because it made everything so 
unpleasant. I was drenched from 
head to foot by great waves on two 
different times, and I assure you that 
the sea needs no “seasoning”. The 
rest, of the 9-day ocean voyage was 
a yéry pleasant one. The total dis- 
tance which I covered to get here 
from Menomonie is not quite 4000 
miles. As Mr. Bowman said to me. 
“Schneppmueller, you've had the 
longest name of anyone’ while at 
Stout, and you are going the longest 
distance to your place of empluy- 
ment.” 

Our only stop was at “Port Au 
Prince", Haiti. A most beautiful pic- 
ture to beholdg A very fine harbor 
horseshoe shape. Haiti was very int 
esting to see, but that’s all. Although 
I've done very little travel outside of 
the U. S,. A., I can honestly say in 
plain English that Haiti is the hot- 
test place in the world and the “hell” 
of the earth. Things are so bad 
shere that words can hardly express 
it. The temperature the day we 
were there was 100 in the shade. I 
had oranges, bananas, eocoanuts di- 
rect from the trees. Cocoanut and 
henana trees are within a stone’s 
threw of my bachelor apartment. I 
“Ww so many strange and interesting 
things it would be very easy for me 
to write a book about it. I often 
wondered while in the Directed Read- 
in classes how anyone could write 
such long books of travel—now I un- 
derstood. At Haiti I saw the naked

there on down. The climate is as 
follows: Rainy season from April to 
December. Annual rainfall, 
inches. Average temperature, 80 de- 
grees. The mornings and evenings 
are cool (74°) and from 10 a.'m. to 7 
p. m. it is warmer (85°). During the 


rainy season it rains about one and — 


one-half hours a day. We*just got 
over the worst storm in the history 
of the canal. Just imagine, we had 
30 inches of rain in six and one-half 
days. In other words we had Men- 
omonie’s yearly rainfall in a week! 
The heaviest rain in the states is a 
mere shower here. The method of 
travel here about the zone is boat, 
train, auto, horses, air plane, sub- 
marine. The chief travel in the cit- 
ies is by “Carameta” (pronounced, 
care-a-met-ta. It is a coach drawn 
by a single horse. Fare is 15¢ to 
any part of the city. All of the 
quarters here are built like our sum- 
mer houses in the states. Thin par- 
tition and large screen porches. Ev- 
er: thing is quite open. We have no 
mosquitoes! Recreations are many, 
swimming (pools and ocean), boxing, 
dancing, riding, movies, hunting, fish- 
ing. sailing, launch parties, etc. One 
of the stunts here is to swim in both 
oceans the same day. Another is that 
we can see both oceans at once, a thing 
which cannot be done in any other 
place in the world. By train we can 
see the Atlantic at 9 a. m. and the 
Pacific at 11 a. m.! I forgot to say 
one thing which I know is on your 
minds—I was not seasick! Out of 
170 passengers only 20 were not 
sick. Not so bad for my first ocean 
voyage. 

I live in Cristobel (that is the Am- 
erican town) and Colon is just on the 
other side of the street. It is prac- 
tically as one city. Colon is the Pan- 
American republic. The Americans 
are the people here. The negro is 
held down very much.| A negro will 
work for you for $8.00 per month.

pass. The Americans are called the 
“gold employes” and the negroes the 
«silver employes”. They all live in 
separate places, go in separate doors, 
ete. . 

Now about my work, etc. My offi- 
cial title is “Supervisor of Industrial 
Arts” of the Atlantic side govern- 
ment schools, I have one academic 
class. I teach Geometry. My de- 
partment is in a separate building 
and 1 haye an assistant wno helps 
me, In my shop work things are 
mueh different than in the states. If 
any of my machines or equipment 
ueed attention all I have to do is to 
call up the mechanical division and 
then men from that division come 
over, fix the machines, ete., under my 
direction. For a small high school 
my equipment is wonderful. Rust is 
the chief difficulty here because of 
“the rainy season. Electric lights are 
always burning in tool rooms, supply 
rooms and in our personal apparel 
closets. All pianos must have lights 
burning in them constantly. I enjoy 
my work very much and all of the 
other’ members of the faculty are 
very nice. One thing which I now 
appreciate more than ever is my ex- 
cellent training while at Stout. Also 
the cafeteria. My meals cost me 
about $65.00 a month. Some diffor- 
ence. In Cristobel no liquor is al- 
lowed while just across the street it 
flows freely. 

Another fact which will interest all 
those who connected with some know- 
ledge of woods is that in Haiti ma 
hogany is used to fire locomotives 
with and I used it here to make an 
ironing board. Imagine Stout classes 
using mahogany for exercise work. 
It costs Ge a board foot here. 

Later I am going through the canal 
on a boat. The canal takes in every 
month on the average two mill‘on 
dollars. My native costume, as is of 
most other Americans, is white linen, 
duck, kahki, palm beach Panama hats 
(very cheap), helmet hats. I will 
send you a picture of this at some 
future date. Well, this in the main 
is the story of my experiences up to 
*he present time.

“A large crowd witnessed che con- 
test, although it was not as large 
as the college officials had expect 
with the opening of the new gym and 
the coming here of a team rated 
highly in Wisconsin intercollegiate 
basket ball. 

The score-getting shots of the sub- 
stitutes come in the third quarter 
and gave the Wisconsin lads a lead 
out of which they never were jerked. 
Up to that time the college had been 
leading and had been outplaying 
Stout. 

The inability of the Hibbing’ players 
to locate the basket is probably the 
real reason for the defeat. Time af- 
ter time the ball was carried under- 
neath the basket, only to be lost when 
the shot was missed. Although they 
had many chances to score by free 
throws, only three throws of the doz- 
en or more were made. 

The playing of Allen, tha Stout cen- 
ter, was the feature of the game. 
Not only did he prove a wonderful 
floor man, but he had an uncanny 
knack of making baskets from dif- 
ficult angles. Two of the three field 
goals made by him were the result 
of tossing the ball over his shoulder.

Mrs. Woolman Speaks 
To Stout H. E. Students 


LECTURED ON TEXTILES 


Mrs. Woolman, the author of 
“Clothing, Choice, Care and* Cost,” 
was with us Saturday, January 12. 
She gave a very interesting talk to 
the Home Economics Department: on 
the Textile and Clothing Industries. 


Mrs. Woolman told many reasons 
for the constant raising in price of 
cotton. First, the boll! weevil is caus- 
ing a great loss in the cotton pholuc- 
tion and is forcing the planters to 
raise cotton only every other year. 
A second cause is the lurge demand 
for cotton in the manufacture of auto 
tires. This tukes most valuuble cot- 
ton, the long sea island. The third 
reason is the cancellation of orders. 
This does not affeet the cottga in- 
dustry alon& Some merchant will 
send to a factory and say that he 
wants so many yards of a certain 
material; the manufacturer will start 
to weave. The merghant then finds 
that the demani is for another ma- 
terial and cancels his order. What is 
the.manufacturer to do? He has 
started his work and must finish it. 
He simply has to charge more for his 
products and get his money back. 
The fourth reaxon and the one which 
is really quite large is the idea that 
people will not wear mended and 
patched clothing. This js very fool- 
ish and that causes a drain on both 
the pocket book and textile materials. 

Linen, wool, silk, and something of 
the budget were included in Mrs. 
Woolman’s discusslon. Although many 
of these subjects had been studled 
in Textiles and Clothing and many 
pupils had read Mrs. Woolman’s 
book, the lecture was thoroughly in- 
teresting. Hearing the words from 
the author's own lips adds a note of 
life nnd realixm to the book.

The offices of the Stout 
Student Association and Tower Staff 
will be maintained in the center of the

Rev. H. Hatanaka declares that the 
Japanese people have been greatly 
touched by the generosity of the 
American peopie following the recent 
earthquake, and that the ready re- 
spouse on the part of the people of 
America at that time has done much 
to lead the Japanese people to have 
a growing trust in Christianity. Jap- 
an is facing a crisis. There are 
growing and pressing problems not 
alone political but moral. “Only the 
spirit of Christ and the brotherhood 
of man are the hope of Japan.” 

Dr. J._E. K. Aggrey, a native of 
the Gold Coast, West Africa, told of 
conditions in Africa. In Africa, 95 
per cent of the education is being 
given by the missionaries. The Afri- 
cans of many years ago are gone and 
there is a new African today which 
was caused by: the teaching of the 
word of God. 

- Dr. Tsu of China told how Old 
China had given way to the new 
Christian forces of, America and Eu- 
rope. The greatest need of China 
today is better men and women who 
will lead the masses out into the new 
light which has come to China. The 
Chinese are thankful for what the 
American education has meant to 
them, but what they need most is the 


spiritual aid. They are seeking div- | 


ine fellowship with Christ. 

Dr. Eddy has just recently returned 
from a tour of the world in a study 
of the industrial situation. He said 
that the Invisible Empire of the Ku 
Klux Klan was the most saddening 
mo.cment in this country, one which 
can only end in class war unless it is 
checked. Soviet Russia stands today 
as a waynjng to the. nations against 
oppression, ruthless capitalism, mono- 
poly, and exploitation of labor for 
the few. 

It is well that there is a deep fun- 
damental social and intellecfpal un- 
rest possessing the youth.and the 
leaders of thought .psth in Asia and 
Europe, but what of America? It 
was said that America was all right, 
at least 98 per cent all right. Is 
America 98 per cent all right when 
nearly 2,000,000 children are forced 
into child labor and mothers are 
forced to toil or starve? Is America 
98 per cent all right with her reign 


of lawlessness and violence, the. 


flaunting .of her 18th Amendment.

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her bootlegging? Is America 98 per 
cent all right with her history. of 
4,009 lynchings, an average of two 
a week or 100 a year since 1885. 
From this one would naturally think 
our teachings should begin at home. 

Paul Blanshard, an organizer and 
field secretary of the League of In- 
dustrial Democracy in the United 
States, spoke on Human Relation- 
ship and Modern Industry. The old 
fashioned missionary didn’t connect 
himself with the capitalist, but today 
the one reason why more people do 
not teach the word of Christ is the 
lack of capital. 

Modern industry has given us our 
modern equipment. We can kill a 
pig and have him in canned sausage 
in thirty minutes. Factory workers 
have no control over modern industry. 
Modern industry denies to men human 
freedom. “If Jesus had worked in a 
modern industry he might have been 
discharged because he would have 
fought for the rights of the people.” 


During the convention two discus- 
sion groups were held and questions 
which confronted the world were 
brought up and discussed. The most 
important ones are racial problems 
and war. Very lively discussions were 
heard on both topics and very speci- 
fie conclusions were reached. 

Men are created equal and why 
shouldn’t we give them their equality. 
All races want fair, honorable deal- 
ings and equal chances with the 
whites. They are willing to pay the 
price. Are we as college students 
willing to go to the limit in admit- 
ting other races to our classrooms, 
fraternities, athletic teams, etc.? 

War is a beastly and disagreeable 
thing and we should do all in our 
power to Christianize our people. The 
best processes for abolishing war are 
education and world organizations. 

Are we as college students willing 
to do our part. in “Evangelization of 
the World during our generation”?

SCHNEPPMUELLER HAS AN 
INTERESTING TRIP 


So many of my friends have asked 
me facts concerning the canal that 1 
have decided to give you all a com- 


plete epistle of my own exper‘ences - 


in a trip through the canal. 

In the first place the captain of any 
ship which goes through the canal 
does not have charge of the ship. 
The canal has captains who take the 
ships through. The canal also pro- 
vides a crew of negroes, varying from 
4 to 16 according to the size of the 
ship, to man the ropes which guide 
the ship. All ships are out in the 
harbor when ready to go through the 
canal, and a launch takes the crew tc 
the ship out in the harbor. I then 
hed my first experience in climbing a 
ship’s ladder. 
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We started from port at 8:35 a. m. 
on the ship Mexico Maru, a Japanese 
steamer, twin propeller. The net cap- 
acity of the Maru is 6000 tons. The 
boat is 400 feet long, 52 feet beam 
and has a draft of 24 feet when load- 
ed. The channel of the canal is 
marked throughout with bouys and 
range markers. The average width 
of the canal is about 200 feet. After 
we had gone a short distance we 
crossed the old French canal. The 
French did not use much thinking 
when they selected the channel they 
did. Their route would have involved 
too much blasting. The first locks 
one enters from the Atlantic side are 
the. Gatun locks. There are three 
locks at this. point. There are also 
three more locks at this place for 
ships coming from the other side. At 
all places where there are locks there 
is a double set as I have explained 
above. It is 7 miles to the Gatun 
locks from the Atlantic harbor. The 
first lock is entered at sea level. Af- 
ter the ship was in the lock two giant 
gates closed behind us. The entire 
canal is operated by electricity. The 
following fact will most likely amaze 
you if you are a student of electricity. 
It takes 15,000 K. W. to operate the 
eanal. Each gate weighs 250 tons. 
When the gates are closed three large 
ovenings are opened and the lock is 
filled. Each of these openings are 6 
feet in diameter. It takes 7 minutes 
to fill the lock, and here is the amount 
of water which it takes each time a 
lock is filled, 2,500,000 cubic feet. All 
of the locks are 1000 feet long, 110 
feet wide, 40 or 80 feet. deep depend- 
ing on which way the ship is coming. 
From the Atlantic side it is 40 feet 
and then is raised to 80 feet deep, 
this being reversed from the Pacific 
side. The above facts hold true for 
all the locks. The 80 feet is the full 
depth a lock can be filled, but this is 
not necessary as the required raise is 
only 28 feet for the first lock. After 
the lock is filled the gates of the next 
lock are opened, the water there is at 
the same level. After the ship is in 
the second lock the gates from this 
lock close and the lock is filled in 
the same manner as the first. Again 
the ship is raised 28 feet. When the 
-econd lock is filled the gates to the 
third open and the boat passes in. 
The gates of this lock now close and 
the lock is filled raising the ship 29 
feet more. From this level the ship

The Tennessee Coal & Iron Com- 
pany schools, consisting of kindergar- 
ten and eight grades, were described 
as being extensive in scope, with 
many varied activities, and, on the 
whole, much more efficient than the 
public schools in the South. The 
schools are maintained for the Com- 
pany workers by the Company in co- 
operation with the county. Home Ec- 
onomics work is carried on entirely 
by the cottage plan with small-sized 
classes. The cottages are very com- 
pletely equipped with even a maid 
in attendance to keep everything spot- 
lessly clean. Hygiene is stressed con- 
siderably in the schools. Miss Kugei 
observed one quite interesting “tooth 
brush drill” and was given the rather 
amusing information that children 
were required to take one bath a 
week, and that adults might if they 
wanted to! 

In contrast to the T. C. & I. Co. 
schools the publie schools of Birming- 
ham were found to be inadequate and 
overcrowded. The buildings, with one 
or two exceptions, are old and the 
equipment not the best. This condi- 
tion, however, seems to be the preva- 
lent one thruout the South. There 
are five Stout graduates teaching in 
Birmingham public schools. This 
number includes the supervisor who is 
also a Stout graduate. 

Miss Kugel also visited the schools 
in Atlanta, Georgia. Here there are 
no Stout graduates in Home Econom- 
ics work but there are five Industrial 
Arts graduates. At the State Nor- 
mal School in Athens, Georgia, which 
Miss Kugel also visited, there are 
four H. E. teachers, including the su- 
pervisor, who are Stout graduates. 
Elva Kliest, of last year’s graduating 


‘class, is teaching there. 


In talking to all of the Stout grad- 
uates Miss Kugel asked them the 
question, “What have you needed in 
teaching which you wish you had had 
at Stout?” Among varying answers 
two stand out—“more English” and 
“my degree”. Perhaps these will 
serve as advice to those not yet gone 
out into the teaching field.

CORRECT ADDRESSES: The State 
Associations are asked to keep the 
Executive Secretary informed about 
the organizations and especially to 
send lists of members with correct 
addresses. It is asked that this be 
done frequently and that the list be 
arranged alphabetically. 

STATE ORGANIZATIONS: The 
American Home Economics Associa- 
tion feels the need for more closely 
knit State Organizations and urges 
the State Associations to perfect their 
plans to that end. The American As- 
sociation also wishes the State Or- 
ganizations to make every effort to 
present to the public the real mean- 
ing of home economics. It is felt 
that much more publicity is needed. 

HOME ECONOMICS SPEAKERS: 
State Presidents asked to notify fed- 
erated women’s clubs in the state of 
available home economics speakers 
and also to send such list to them. 
Please send such lists to the Execu- 
tive Secretary, also, that she may 
have them on file when requests come 
to her for home economics speakers.

EXECUTIVE SECRETARY FUND 
REPORT: Of the $6,000 pledged for 
the second year’s work of the Exe- 
cutive Secretary $3,650 is now on 
hand. Five states have exceeded 
their quota: California, Massachu- 
setts, Illinois, Michigan, and Minne- 
sota. Five states have reached their 
quota; seven state have almost reach- 
ed it. Wisconsin is not on any of 
these lists.

goes into Gatun lake which is 85 feet 
cbove sea level. This is an artificial 
lake, fresh water, 164 square miles in 
area. Here the U. S. government 
made use of the natural river which 
before had passed out to sea. It is 
about 20 miles across the lake. Hun- 
dreds of small islands are in this lake. 
The country along the canal is very 
beautiful and back a short distance 
are dense jungles, the kind you have 
read about in the Tarzan of Apes 
stories. I have been on a jungle 
trip and I can assure you that they 
are real jungles. I have not seen 
them as yet, but there are leopards, 
snakes, crocodiles, and alligators in 

_ these jungles. Many people on the 
isthmus have baby leonards for pets. 
Seventeen miles from Gatun we pass- 


ed the Balboa hill where Balboa first . 


Sighted seas. It must have been a 
terrible climb as the jungle is still 
very dense there. On a clear day one 
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can see very clearly the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans, a feat which cannot be 
done at any other place in the world. 
After crossing the lake we come to 
the Pedro Migual locks. Here the 
process is the same except that one 
goes down one lock 28 feet. Now we 
come to the much talked of Culebra 
cut. The cut starts 20 miles from Gat- 
tun and is a little over seven miles 
long. This entire distance was drilled 
and blasted out. I could still see the 
drill marks. It is almost all solid 
rock, so it was certainly a fine piece 
of engineering. You have all read 
or heard about the great slides at

Recently we had a big slide 
and this one came up from the bot- 
tom, the pressure being so heavy. 
They were still dredging when I went 
through. The worst place in the cut 
the banks are 700 feet high and this 
is the place where the most slides 
have occurred. A great deal of the 
rock is lava, and all along the cut one 
can see many peculiar formations of 
rock. Several places the men are at 
work enlarging the channel. The last 
set of locks we went through are the 
Mira Flores’ locks.

REPORT OF THE EDITOR OF 
JOURNAL OF HOME ECONOM- 
ICS: Miss Atwater suggested that the 
purposes of the Journal were three: 
(1) It is the official organ of the 
American Home Economics Associa- 
tion and as such represents its work 
and activities and reports from the 
same. (2) It endeavors to distribute 
general home economics information 
along all lines. (3) It aims to de- 
velop professional consciousness in 
home economics workers. Miss At- 
water asked that action be taken in 
regard to a seal which could be used 
for a cover design for the Journal of 
Home Economics and also for a pin 
for home economics groups in schools 
and colleges. The Council voted to 
have such committee to report on this 
matter, appointed by the President. 
This was done at a later meeting and 
Miss Harriet Goldstein, Chairman of 
the related art committe, was ap- 
pointed chairman of the committee. 
Ye committee was asked to report 
at the Buffalo meeting. 

REPORT OF THE BUSINESS 
MANAGER OF THE JOURNAL OF 
HOME ECONMICS: Miss Baldwin re- 


ported that she was endeavoring, (1) » 


to increase the circulation of the 
Journal, and (2) to increase its ad- 
vertising. She made a plea for more 
active support of the Journal and 
asked that subscribers patronize the 
advertisers and to mention the Jour- 
nal when so doing. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON GRADED MEMBERSHIP AND 
REGISTRATION FEES: This com- 
mittee suggested a two dollar regis- 
tration fee for annual meetings.

Economics’ Association. In connection 
with this request they present stan- 
dards which they set up for voting 
privilege in their section.

SCHNEPPMULLER'S TRIP 


THROUGH CANAL 
(Continued From Last Week) 


. Here there are two large locks to 


go through, the first one lowering us 
28 feet and the lagt one 29 feet to 
sea level again. From these locks 
we follow the channel through the har- 
bor and then out to the open sea, 
Now while the ship is going through 
the locks guide ropes are fastened to 
it and also cables from electric mules. 
These mules tow the ships partly and 
the ship also does some of the work. 
The mules are also used for safety 
purpose as a large ship when once 
started cannot stop in a yery short 
space. Never before did I realize 
what ship control meant, and I can 
assure you that it is no small task. 
Another safety precaution used are 
heavy chains which hang across the 
locks just in front of the gates. When 
the water has been raised to the 
proper level the chain is lowered to 
allow the ship to pass. Just before 
we came to the Pedro Migual locks 
the channel again crosses the old 
French canal. At this point I saw a 
pile of old French machines mostly 
made of wood, the corners having 
metal re-enforcement. There are still 
a few of the old French engines 
here. At various places in the canal 
are emergency locks in case one of 
the gates should break. There are 
double gates at both ends of the lake 
where the channel is because of the 
strong water pressure, It is at these 
two points where the emergency 
gates are located. These gates are 
the most wonderful cantelever system 
in the world and also the heaviest 
system. It certainly would be a 
wonderful problem for the class in 
Strength of Materials to caleulate the 
stress and strain in this structure. 
The average trip though the canal 
takes about eight hours. We arrived 
in port at 5:10, it taking us a little 
longer because of the narrow channel 
at the recent slide. From the ship 
we were taken to shore by a launch, 
from this point a car takes us to the 
railroad station where we take the 
Panama R. R. back to our side of the 
isthmus, I have a pass which allows 
me to work with my friend on the 
Pacific who holds the same position 
as I do only he has the Pacific gov- 
ernment school. The following sketch 
will most likely make the things I 
have told you more clear; the canal 
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tolls average two million dollars a 
month, ;

I have tried to make my letter as 
clear as possible but I must say that 
this letter is not near as interesting 
as the trip would be if you could take 
it. I should be very glad to hear 
from any of my friends, It takes 
about 12 days on the average for a 
letter to*get here. The dry season is ~ 
now on and it certainly is delightful 
weather. I have thought many times 
of Menomonie trying to form a mer 
tal picture of the snow banks, but my 
friends have told me of the light win- 
ter you are having so there is no 
snow to behold.

ish; not any more respectful of wo- 
man’s political rights, only less chi- 
valrous; not any more sweet al 
feminine, only more ungratful. 

Granted that kindness and consider- 
ation are greater than the outward 
expression of these qualities, never- 
theless, our expression of these qual- 
ities, nevertheless, our expression of 
them is our way of telling others 
that we possess them. Our actions, 
like our speech, betrayeth us. 


NUTRITION _EXPERIMENTS 
WITH RATS 


The Nutrition Department has 
several cages of white rats. Miss 
Bisbey and the nutrition studemts are 
making dietary studies of the rats 
which are fed different diets. One 
cage iskept as acontrol andis fed 
a normal diet; the others have diets 
which are lacking in some essential 
food substance. 

Last Wednesday Miss Bisbey visited 
Coddington school. She gave a report 
to the mothers about the work the 
girls in Nutrition II have done for a 
certain group of undernourished 
children from Coddington.

STATE VOCATIONAL CENTER 


At a meeting of the State Board 
of vocational education January 29, 
1924 at Milwaukee, it was unanirmous- 
ly decided that Stout is to be the 
vocational teachers’ training institute 
of the state of Wisconsin, 

For several years Stout has been 
recognized as a training school for 
vocitional teachers, but the money 
the state appropiated for the instruc- 
tion of these teachers did no good as 
it was returned immediately upon its 
endorsement here. 

The last legislature passed a law 
providing an amount of money to 
equal that given under the Smith-# 
Hughes law of 1917, for teacher train- 
ing for vocational schools. Since its 
passage there has been a great deal 
of discussion where the money should 
go, many alternatives being suggested. 
Finally at a meeting of the state 
board of vocational education held ir 
Milwaukee Tuesday of last week, it 
was unanimously voted to make Stout 
the state center for the training of 
vocational teachers. 

Ten thousand dollars of the money 
made available was given to the Mil- 
waukee training school to apply to the 
training of teachers on the jvb. 
Some of the money was used in oper- 
ating expenses of the state board of 
education. What remains of this 
money this year, and the greater part 
appropiated each succeeding year will 
be applied toward the maintenance of 
additional group of teachers whom 
the school is now trying to secure. 

Two new departments will result 
from th's at Stout. They will be the 
same as the industrial arts and house- 
hold arts departments with the excep- 
tion that the students will be trained 
to teach in vocational schools. A 
director for each department will be 
secured and the work of this new 
place at Stout will commence this 
summer, 

It means a greater enrollment for 
The Stout Institute and a bigger and 
brighter future ahead of her.

And yet, while he was 
doing his utmost to put his name 
before the public and helping strug- 
gling men and women to better their 
lives through his philanthropies. 


Born amid humble surroundings 
Barum’s boyhood was well rounded 
out and well spent in various boy- 
ish enterprises that gave him a foot- 
ing for future successes. Many ven- 
tures were disastrous financially and 
-ovherwise. When thirty-two oppor- 
tunity presented itself in the form of 
Joice Heth an ancient negress. Joice 
claimed the age of one hundred and 
sixty-two years and professed hav- 
ing nursed the infant George Wash- 
ington. Joice was in good health 
which fact she claimed was due to 
having smoked a corn-cob pipe for 
one hundred and twenty years. With 
the proceeds left after paying up back 
debts and obligations he purchased the 
American Museum in New York for 
$15,000.00. This theatre became inter- 
nationally known for its enormous 
collection of curiosities. Niagara 
Falls reproduced in exact duplicate, 
the Fijii Mermaid, Tom Thumb, the 
Wooley horse, the Buffalo Hunt and 
numerous other sensations originated 
by Barnum which gained great pub- 
licity. 

Two most striking sensations, quite 
different in nature however, were 
the introduction of Jenny Lind, the 
Swedish Nightingale, and “Iranistan,” 
Barnum’s costly and grotesque yet 
beautiful home. This place was rich- 
ly decorated with imported draperies 
and architectural features and cost 
nearly two hundred thousand dollars. 

While absent one time on business 
“Jranistan” burned to the ground and 
the manufacturing concern he was in- 
volved in went bankrupt leaving him 
almost hopelessly in debt at past the 
age of fifty. By sheer nerve and 
publicity he started his famous circus. 

Barnum’s circus proved a financial 
suecess and enabled him to pay his 
debts of nearly a million dollars 
and to leave a fortune of nearly

$4,000,000-00 at his death. A co!'ege 
instituted and financed by him is still 
flourishing. Barnum’s “circus is his 
memorial. The continual seeking of 
publicity by a man who was not a 
business man, the optimistic outlook 
on life, the recuperation of a lost 


fortune at old age and the philan-— 


thropies that created a city and help- 
ed thousands of people constitute the 
biography of Phineas’T. Barnum and 
makes it the most interesting and 
readable biography in the Stout 
Library.

Did you ever appear on the stage, 
have the curtain go up, and then have 
just absolute silence greet you?

You are not even a courteous member 
of an audience, and surely not an 
enthusiastic member, if you sit in 
silence. 

St. John Ervine, a distinguished lit- 
erary critic, well known to Great 
Britian and North America, states 
decisively that American andiences 
cannot spontaneously applaud a 
speaker or a group of preformers 


Stoutoniu 
because they will not be following a 


mass feeling or a cheéring that is org- 


anized and controlled and directed. 
“The American”, he writes, “is not a 
man who is not naturally demonstra- 
tive’. “One feels “that if a man 
were to develop a real enthusiasm 
for anything, and were to cheer out 
of his turn, he would shock his neigh- 
bors, disconcert the hero of the occa- 
sion, and seriously annoy the leader 
of the applause. Very often in a thea- 
ter in New York orChicago when 
the audience has obviously enjoyed 
itself enormously, as I saw audiences 
enjoy Mr. Tarkington’s “Clarence”, 
and Mr. Bacon’s “Lightin”, I have 
been astonished at the listless way in 
which people applauded at the end 
of an act at the conclusion of the 
play. 

I applaud a thing because I wish 
to applaud it, because it pleases me, 
not because some other man is paid 
to persuade me to applaude it. If the 
loss of spontaneity or initiative is 
considered carefully, if my readers 
will observe how little initiative there 
is in the great part of American social 
life, they will see at once that this is 
not a trivial matter at all, but that 
the whole character of life is pro- 
foundly affected by it. 

This applies to us here at Stout. 
We do not even always show court- 
esy not to mention spontaneity and 
initiative—when outsiders come be- 
fore us, when our own faculty mem- 
bers and student organizations pre- 
sent programs to us. Why can’t we 
learn that the least we can do is to 
put the performers in the best of 
humor by a hearty applause? Let's 
all try on the next occasion, and ob- 
serve the effect and final result.

Friends, Stout students, and faculty, 
lend me your ears.

Preceding Dr. Hedger's afternoon 
lecture a short play, entitled “Fron 
Danger Valley to Safety Hill,” was 
riven by the children's nutrition class. 
It was worked out by’ two M. A. P. 
members und was directed by Miss 
Klein. Tho play fitted the occasion 
perfectly and was very ably and 
prettily presented. It served also as a 
means of impressing certain desire 
information upon the minds of the 
children. 

One very interesting and importont 
feature of the Heaith Day program 
wus the exhibit held on the first floor 
of the H.E. building.

All of 
these are just a few of the prominent 
positions he fills. 

His appearance at Stout was Dr. 
Lorenz’s first and as we learned, thru 
his own confession, his opinion was 
changed a great deal. In fact he had 
thot of Stout as an institution for 
feeble minded folks or something 
just as bad but upon seeing us he 
changed his mind to a more favorabie 
opinion. He is much _ interested in 
social problems of all kinds and so 
his talk dealt with the comparing of 
Stout, a State Institution, with other 
State Institutions; all of which are 


fundamentally educational but oppo-— 


sites in the ways of educating the 
humanity that comes and goes be- 
tween their doors. He complemented 
Stout on her efficiency, methods used, 
equipment, standards, and _ ideals; 
everything that makes an institution 
of this kind an asset to the State and 
to humanity. On the other hand the 
State and Government have failed in 
their program of vocational education 


in their social problems because they ,

There is nothing but the _ strictest 
attention to the work. The rehearsal’ 
starts promptly on time and every 
member is in his place when the 
director steps up on the platform. 
Every note of the score must be 
memorized by each player so that 
having mastered the technical difficul- 
ties he can devote his efforts to the ar- 
tistic interpretation of the selections. 

Regular and prompt attendance is 
demanded at every rehearsal. If a 
band member is tardy three times 
without a valid excuse, it counts as an 
unexcused absence; and, if he incurs 
three unexcused absences, he is drop- 
ped from the organization. Besides the 
regular rehearsal the band has a part 
rehearsal once a week at which the 
different sections meet alone and go 
through their parts and eliminate any 
false notes or mistakes that might 
pass unnoticed at a rehearsal of the 
entire band. 

While on tour the band members 
are under strict disciplinary rules.

After travelling around the world and 
becoming destitute he lost his life by 
throwing himself into the sea during 
a fit of despondency. Ali Hafed’s 
suecessor was leading his camel into 
the garden to drink and the succes- 
sor saw a flash of light in the sand. 
The light disclosed the location of the 
famous diamond mine of Golconda 
where Ali Hafed had walked every 
day.

7 TICE TEACHING 

Practice Teaching, the Industrial 

Arts student's first taste of his furture 
profession, has undergone ‘donsiderable 
changes and has been developed to 
quite an efficient course. 

-When Stout Institute first began 
in 1908 there’. were twenty three 
students enrolled in the Domestic 
Science department and two student 
in the Industrial Arts course. At this 
time the practice teaching incidently 
started in an informal manner. The 
classes of the Public Schools in manual 
training were taught by Stout in- 
structors with the aid of the Stout 
students. This was the basis of prac- 
tice teaching. 

For a period of five years the work 
went on as stated abo¥e and practi- 
eal projects were undertakeh ; such 
as, building of twelve double benches 
for shop use in the central building 
and the laying of the floor in the seme 
shop. The benehes were used contin- 
ously untile three years ago when 
they were discarded for new ones. 
Later furniture construction was at- 
tempted and two seats were made, one 
for the Tainter Hall and one for the 
Homemakers Cottage. The construc- 
tion of these projects worked out quit 
well as the classes were small and if 
they were to be attempted in the larg- 
er classes today, sections would have to 
be made in order to carry out the 
work successfully. 

As the enrollment at Stout increase? 
ed- the number of practice classes be- 
came more numerous. Not only a 
uumber of classes, but a number of 
lines of work in order to keep pace 
with the work throughout the coun- 
try. 
About 1914 the Junior High School 
idea began to develope and practice 
teuching department offered the sev- 
enth grade, architectural drawing, 
carpentry, bricklaying, and plumbing; 
the eighth «grade, bench woodwork, 
mechanical drawing, forging, and 
printing; the ninth grade, cabinet 
making, woodturning, woodfinishing, 
and mechanical drawing. In the 
Senior high school the pupils were 
ullowed to elect one subject out of 
four offered. Since that time the 
subjects offered and the length of time 
for each changed slightly from year 
to year as conditions seemed to war- 
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rant! 

Previous to 1924 the supervision of 
this work was done by several Stout 
instructors and about 1916 the super- 
vision of practice teaching was foc- 
used and Mr. R..H. Rogers was called 
in to take charge.‘ In 1918 Mr. F. L. 


- Curran took charge and under his 
practice teaching has, 


supervision 
been brought to the standards it 
has reached today. One new shop 
has been constructed this year on 
the second, floor of the Industrial 
Arts building for practice classes. 
The shop is equipped for bench wood- 
work in the grades and later it may 
be equipped for Home Mechanics also.

Broadway, which Mrs. Angeline 
Stout turned over to the State of 
Wisconsin, in February, 1922, on the 
condition that the home be turned 
into a dormitory for girls of The 
Stout Institute, within the next two 
years, has a_ strong possibility of 
reverting to its former owner. Ap- 
propriation of money with which to 
bring about the necessary alterations 
and repairs was refused by the state 
legislature. Consequently, with the 
expiration of the two year’s time 
period, and with nothing being done 
“ith the matter, Mrs. Stout has re- 
cently ordered the property closed to 
the public. According to President 
Nelson the final decision of the mat- 
ter will be up to the state attorney 
general.

Probably the first kind of coopera- 
tion you experience outside of the 
home 1s gang or clique spirit.

QUALITY, NOT QUANTITY 


The president of Yale University 
has decided that the rapid increase 
of freshmen during the last three 
years has warranted certain restric- 
tions. Consequently, from now on, 
only 850 men will be accepted in the 
entering freshman class. The pres- 
ident, James Rowland Angell, gives 
the following reasons for the restric- 
tions: 

“We can neither teach nor handle 
satisfactorily a greater number, with- 
out an expansion of our staff and of 
our living quarters, and we do not 
feel at liberty to lower our present 
standard of instruction by increasing 
the size of the sections—particularly 
in elementary work. Expansion of the 
student numbers would but aggravate 
the conditions.” 

This move for quality, not quantity, 
by one of our leading colleges is very 
significant. It is a forerunner of the 
time when selective limitation will be 
a regular principle of every good 
school. Then it will be that every ap- 
plicant must meet the required quali- 
fications or be refused admittance. In 
judying an applicant, evidence from 
every conceivable source wiil be usea 
to determine his character, type of 
personality and educational ability. 
In this way all undesirable men wil! 
be eliminated and, in the words of 
President Angell, “The college will 
be attended for the purpose of attain- 
ing intellectual accomplishment and 
experience for which many students, 
not merely for the glamorous social 


‘go to school.” 
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LEST WE FORGET 


How many there are who observe 
Mother’s Day! Yet is it not pitiful 
that so many of us who are not at 
home, forget her the other three 
hundred and sixty-four days? The 
story is told of a mother whose son 
was away at college; on opening his 
laundry she found one of the letters 
which she had written to him, un- 
opened, in his shirt pocket.

FHE STOUT STUDENT- LOAN 
FUND 


The important details of the re- 
cently completed Stout Student Loan 
Fund plan are as given below. 

The Stout Loan Fund is based upon 
the income from one-hundred sixty- 
two shares of John Deer and Com- 
pany preferred stock included in the 
bequest to the school by Mrs. Mary 
J. Eichelberger. In addition to thes: 
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shares, cash payment were also made 
as a part of the bequest, totaling 
approximately $4750.00. Various stu- 
dent organizations have made dona- * 
tions to the fund. The shares of stock 
are not at par at this time but are 
paying dividends regularly at the rate 
of 3% per annum on the par value. 
From the various sources $2000.00 
has been designated as the initial 
Revolving Loan Fund. This amount 
is to be used in student loans. As 
these loans are paid, the money will 
be returned to the Revolving Fund 
and will again be available for loans. 
The income from the other cash and 
upon the shares will be added to the 
$2000.00. Donations to the Loan Fund 
by schoo! organizations, if under $100. 
00, will be added to the’ revolving 
portion in the fund. If $100.00 or over, 
they wil be edded to the capital por- 
tion of the fund and the income 
placed in the revolving portion of the 
fund. 

In placing Joxns, the character of the 
student, the conduc: in and out of 
school, the attitude toward the work 
in the sehool, and extent to which 
the student is a desirable individual - 
to retain in Stout Institute for the 
completion of teacher training are all 
of decided bearing. For instance, in 
choice between two applicants for a 
loan where the extent of need is vir- 
tually the same in each, the student 
having the better total standing as 
a prospective teacher will be granted 
the locn. No student wil be consider- 
ed as an applicant for a loan who has 
not been in attendance at Stout Insti- 
tute for cne year. Individual loans 
will not exeed $100.00. 

In conducting the business of secur- 
ing the loan, carrying it, and paying 
it back to the school, all details will 
be upon a strictly business basis. For 
the present, interest will be charged 
at the rate of 5% beginning from the 
time the loan is made. Details of pay- 
ment will be explained to those whose 
applications are approved. Applicants 
for loans from the Stout Student 
Loan Fund, if in the School of House- 
hold Arts, should make application 
to Miss Kugel; if in the School of 
Industrial Arts, to Mr. Bowman. Exch 
case will be thoroughly reviewed and 
will be placed before the committee 
on student aid, President Ne'son be- 
ing chairman of this committee.

Home Economics. These two teachers 
will spend approximately half time in 
the institution and half time working 
with teachers in employment. 

It was reported at this meeting 
that the Federal Board for Vocation- 
al Education had finally approved all 
measures afrecting Stout Institute in 
the program of teacher training in 
Wisconsin, and that Stout Institute 
now stands as the one institution in 
the state recognized. by the Federal 
Board in their teacher training pro- 
gram. This is, therefore, recognized 
as the chief training center for the 
vocational schools as well as_ the 


_industrial schools of the state. 


The members of the Board had 
breakfast at the President’s residence. 
They lunched with Miss Payne in the 
tea room, and they had dinner with 
Mrs. Dow at Tainter Hall. At the end 
of the day they expressed sincere 
appreciation for the courtesies ex- 
tended to them here and were not 
loath to state that they. would be 
glad when the next meeting of the 
Board is called for Menomonie.

The class in Color and Design I 
have finished their portfolios which 
they are using to hold their color 
problems.

Industrial—Arts~Building 

The students who have attended 
previous summer sessions have notic- 
ed numerous items of increased equip- 
ment and new apparatus added during 
the past school year. The old wooden 
lockers in the Industrial and Trade 
buildings are being replaced each year 
by modern steel ones. A new blue- 
print machine has taken the place of 
the old one in the machine drafting 
room. The new machine has a larger 
capacity and is available for the mak- 
ing of blueprints or blue line prints 
from Van Dykes. The school now 
makes its own Van Dyke prints on 
the new machine. 

The work in the course of Mater- 
ials of Construction is being carried 
farther in the laboratory phases 
though the use of a new Riehle test- 
ing machine. It has been installed 
in the basement of the Industrial 
building. 

In th cabinet shop on the first floor 
of the Trade building a new belt 
sander has been installed. This has 
been of material assistance in main- 
taining the schedule of work, espec- 
ially the production work. 

In Room 25 on the second floor of 
the Industrial building the East end 
has been partitioned off from the rest 
of the room and a 16 bench shop has 


been installed with full equipment. - 


This is used in connection with the 
furniture upholstery work in the sum- 
mer and gives an additional shop for 
practice classes in the regular home 
mechanics shop and is planned to 
operate practice classes in the future 
in this type of work in the new shop. 


_ The West end of room 25 is retained 


as a recitation room. 
On the third floor of the Indus- 
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trial building, Room 32 is being equip- 
ped as a general science demonstrat‘on 
room. The equipment is now partially 
installed. and with the addition of a 
large demonstration table equipped 
for demonstrations in physics, chemis- 
try, and electricity, the room will 
be fully equipped. 

During the coming year some modi- 
fications are planned in the recitation 
room and office space of the third 
floor to make full use of the floor. 

During the past year the organi- 
zation of the| Stout Student Associa- 
tion| was perfected and this organiza- 
tion together with the tower staff, 
the organization publishing the 
Stout annual, were given office space 
in the exhibit room on the main floor 
of the Home Economics ‘ building. 
Desks, chairs, and tables were includ- 
ed in this equipment.
